FINANCING OF 
RELIEF COST 
RAISED NEED 


Bad Credit Caused Re- 
course In Order To Ob- 
tain Cash

REGINA, Dec. 11—A_ combina- 
tien of bad credit and necessit 
fer fund, to finance relief foi 
Saskatchewan cities to use their 
sinking funds to buy their own 
debentures in substantial quanti- 
ties, the Rowell Commission was 
told today by 8. P. Grosch, chair- 
man of the local government 
beara. 

Chairman N. W. Rowell question- 
ed the legality of such procedure, 
but was assured it was permitted 
by law in most provinces and in 
Ontario the percentage of their own 
debentures held by cities was even | 
higher than in Saskatchewan | 

“The city buying its own deben-| 
tures destroys the value of the 
sinking fund,” Mr. Rowell com- 
mented. 

Mr, Grosch explained that before 
the relief strain began, cities had 
been limited to 15 to 20 per cent. 
of their own debentures in their 
sinking funds but since then the 
proportion had been greater. 

The cities had been forced to 
adopt the practice because they 
could not get money anywhere 
else and they had to have it. So 
they sold their good securities in 
their sinking funds to get cash to 
bay relief debentures. 

In addition to buying their own 
debentures, the cities more than 
doubled their holdings of provincial 
government bonds. Mr. Grosch ex-)| 
plained this was done voluntarily, 
the attraction probably being a 
higher yield on Saskatchewan 
bonds than most. 

City sinking fund holdings of 
Dominion bonds dropped from $1,-! 
620,000 in 1930 to $679,000 in 1936, 
while their holdings of Saskatche-| 
‘wan's rose from $4,270,000 to $9,051, | 
000 and of their own debentures 
from $2,009,000 to $6,356,000, 


SEEMED LEERY 

Noting that total holdings of Man- 
itoba bonds were never higher than 
$49,000 in 1936, Mr. Rowell suggest-| 
ed Saskatchewan “seemed leery” of |

Saskatchewan cities held $2,100,- 
@00 Alberta bonds in 1931, and |

The cities held $1,414,000 of Sas- 
katchewan school district deben- 
tures in 1930 but had reduced this 
to $841,000 in 1936—of which about 
%% per cent were in default. 


GREAT DIFFICULTY 

The great difficulty of the cities| 
arose from the fact they ceased 
paying relief charges from current} 
revenue in 1931 by almost confis-| 
eatory taxes and started capitaliz- 
ing relief by selling debentures to 
their own sinking funds, he con- 
tinued. 

Despite the fact the government | 
Was now carrying 80 per cent of the 
load instead of only two-thirds, the 
cities were paying more than ever 
for relief now “because their cap- 
italized relief is catching up with 
them,” in the form of interest 
eharges on relief debentures.

ALL URGED TO VOTE 

In past weeks the government 
has bent every effort to school 
voters in their duties. The elec- 
tion law, implementing the 
changes, has been printed in every 
Russian language and circulated 
throughout the country. Study 
groups, composed of workers. 
peasants, soldiers and housewives, 
have pored over the regulations.

In this broad- 
cast we shall make complete an- 
swer to Mr. Gray, and in the event 
his remarks have been taken too 
seriously by any of you, we shall 
give what we believe to be the mo- 
tives behind Mr. Gray's unexpected 
attack, 


RESENT CHARGES 

We resent, quite naturally, Mr 
Gray's unfounded charges and it 
would be only too easy to depart 
from our main purpose to engage 
in a bitter verbal battle with him. 
We might, for example, ask which 
he desires most—unity, or the pre- 
miership of this province. We 
might ask many embarrassing ques- | 
tions, but we won't. 

We shall content ourselves with 
answering his attack along the lines | 
indicated, and shall pass on to more 
important matters. We regret his/ 
attack, but neither he nor any other 
politician can stop the Unity move- 
ment in Alberta. The people—Lib- 
eral, , Conservative, U.F.A. and 
Labor, are sick to death of catering 
to the whims and petty ambitions 
of party die-hards. 

They are determined to cast off 
foolish prejudices and work to- 
gether to elect—not a Liberal, a 
Conservative, or a U.F.A. can- 
didate, but a good citizen, tied to 
nothing but the views of his own 
constituents and his own sound 
judgment as to the requirements 
of a better Alberta. 


TOO SERIOUS 

His charges are too seriaus to ig- 
nore, In the first place, while care- 
fully avoiding any direct statement, 
by a number of inferences, Mr. 
Gray deliberately leaves the im- 
pression that the league has unlim- 
ited funds at its disposal—funds 
placed there by banks, loan com- 
panies, and the like—by institutions | 
whose interests are considered to 
be in conflict with those of the 
people,

made careful investigation, ind

Since its inception, a year and 
three months ago, all activities of

We had to discontinue our radio 
broadcasts last June for lack of 
money, and our secretary, for the 
same reason, has been obliged to 
refuse many invitations to hold) 
organization meetings in rurab 
points. This is only part of the pic-° 
ture, 

For many months our northern 
branch has paid its current expenses 
on money borrowed on the per- 
sonal notes of its own members. it 
was only recently, through ah in- 
tensive local campaign for funds, 
that we were able to pay our debts 
and retire these notes. Mr. Gray 
may not have experienced similar | 
difficulties. We assure him they 
are not pleasant, but he must ad- 
mit they do not appear as the sin- 
ister hand of high finance.

THE RED DEER POW-WOW\" 

The mergerites, not knowing what else they 
could do without being laughed at, went ahead 
with their planned organization meeting at Red 
Deer on Thursday. Evidently it was not a very 
inspiring gathering, since only the briefest state- 
ment was published as to the proceedings. As 
the Grits stayed away, only three sets of dele- 
gates were present, all self-appointed. Four 
represented’ the People’s League—which hasnt 
any seats in the legislature; three the Conserva- 
tive party—which holds two seats; and three the 
United Farmers of Alberta—which shares with 
the mortgage and loan party the distinction of 
having no representatives in the legislature, and 
whose alleged spokesmen enjoyed the added 
qualification of having no authority from their 
party to be present at the meeting or to speak 
for it there or anywhere else. Three absentees 
were represented by two proxies. 

According to the press despatches the con- 
ferees set up what is called a Unity Council, 
appointing as chairman Mr. John L MacFarland, 
who as a partner with Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, 
K.C., in the Alberta Pacific Grain and Elevator 
Company made a fortune in wheat during the 
war years. The significance of the committee 
may be gathered from the composition of the 
“convention” which appointed it; where the Peo- 
ple’s Leaguers and Conservatives held a two to 
one majority over the U.F.A. men. 

This council is presumably to function as the 
contro] council to which it was formerly hoped 
the Liberals would yield allegiance, and on 
which it was planned to give them representa- 
tion on the same footing as the mortgage men, 
the Conservatives and the free lances of U.F.A. 
traditions. Which council, it will be remembered, 
was to frame a policy and choose a leader. A 
policy and a leader for the Liberal party to 
follow! 

It seems altogether unlikely that the Red 
Deer meeting has brightened the prospect of 
coaxing the Liberals into the merger camp. If 
they were suspicious before of the company they 
were being asked to keep, they have reasons now 
to know the suspicions were well founded.

WHAT CANADA THINKS 
(As Compiled by The Winnipeg Free Press) 

What does Canada think of the Manitoba case 
before the Rowell Commission? All over the 
country newspapers are publishing comment on 
the proceedings which have just come to an end 
here, and that comment reflects to a marked de- 
gree the sectional interests which so largely 
dominate the thought of the people of this 3,000- 
mile-long country. 

Most of the comment which has come to hand 
naturally comes from the rest of the Prairies. 
whose interests to a large extent are identical 
with Manitoba. From Saskatchewan comes 
praise for the manner in which the Bracken 
Government has presented its case. “No minc- 
ing of words or weazeling around controversial 
questions,” says the Saskatoon Star-Phoenix 
Ind. Lib.) which then plunges into what it con- 
siders the central problem for the Prairies— 
debt: 

“For several years now this matter of re- 
funding public debt has been to the fore. The 
annual portion of the provincial budgets going 
to the paying of interest has become conspicu- 
ously large. ... Manitoba's proposal is not only 
in line with public thinking in the West, but 
it is about the only way of removing one of the 
major obstacles to business progress.” 

Referring to the Manitoba proposal which, 
largely by refunding, would increase Dominion 
costs by $1,941,000, and lower provincial costs 
by $4,000,000, the Star-Phoenix says: 

“On the surface this seems like some kind of 
bookkeeping sleight-of-hand. .. . The answer 
seemingly is that the refunding of the debt 
would eflect that saving. But it does not elim- 
inate ... the unwillingness of the creditors to 
make any concession.” 

The Regina Star (Cons.) foresees opposition 
by other provinces to Manitoba's refunding pro- 
posals, but approves the possible merging of 
provinces: 

“In the recasting of this Dominion, if it ever 
is recast, the opportunities for such wide differ- 
ence (of sectional opinion) it is to be hoped will 
be lessened by a reduction in the number of 
governments to a fraction of the present ex- 
isting ones. We take it the commission has 
fower to recommend a reduction of legisla- 
tures and provinces.” 

The Regina Leader-Post (Ind. Lib.), how- 
ever, considers that human beings are the least 
logical of all the animals, and that, while in 1960 
people may say that those who recommended a 
reduction in the number of provinces were right 
and that the people who had accepted it had 
shown vision— 

“We are afraid that the people of 1960 will 
never have a chance to say that ... People are 
likely to express the view that it is all right to 
eliminate a province, provided it is some other 
province.” 

The Moose Jaw Times-Herald underlines the 
Manitoba case regarding western burdens and 
emphasizes the point that Saskatchewan is still 
worse off than Manitoba. In discussing taxation 
it suggests a “franchise tax” to be paid by every 
citizen with the right to vote. The point arose 
from the discussion here of the two per cent 
wage tax which hits almost everyone. é 

In Alberta the Calgary Albertan (Ind. under 
Social Credit influence) claims it does not know 
what the Commission is all about, but says the 
Manitoba case “leaves one rather aghast. Ht ap- 
pears Manitoba is in a bad way.... The impres- 
sion one receives is that the Commission began 
its perambulations just as the province was 
going down for the third time.” The Calgary 
Herald (Ind. Cons.) applauds the Manitoba case 
—‘“sweeping proposals looking to a new adjust- 
ment of financial burdens.” It says also: 

“The case left no doubt as to Manitoba's dis- 
satisfaction with the present situation. A sim- 
ilar case may be expected from Saskatchewan, 
and it would be unfortunate if... the Alberta 
government alone should boycott the commis- 
sion.” 

Manitoba's proposal for the capitalization of 
federal subsidies merits some approval from the 
Vancouver Province (Ind. Cons.): 

“The plan has its attractive points. The pro- 
vinces would be released from the necessity of 
providing sinking funds for that portion of their 
debt. The creditors would benefit by getting a 
better security. The unconditional subsidy now 
paid would become really a conditional subsidy 
ear-marked for the service of debt. The Mani- 
toba Government estimates that by capitalizing 
the $17,000,000 or so it pays out annually in sub- 
sidies, the Dominion could assume about $523,- 
000,000 of provincial debt and save the province 
$23,000,000 a year they now pay in excessive in- 
terest. Twenty-three millions would build a 
lot of miles of highway and provide a lot of ser- 
vices.” 

But the generally approving chorus changes 
when the comment comes from east of the Great 
Lakes. The Montreal Gazette (Cons.) considers 
Mr. Bracken’s speech “rather rambling repre- 


. sentations”: 


“The high costs of local government on the 
prairie are due to the fact that governments and 
governmental services have been multiplied 
without regard to the size of the taxable popu- 
lation. Mr. Bracken talks around this funda- 
mental difficulty, a difficulty which suggests its 
own remedy, and the Rowell Commission will 
no doubt consider that remedy when the time 
comes to draw up its recommendations. The 
West is overtaxed because it is over-governed. 
There is not enough cloth for the garment and 
nor verbal exploitation of ways and means for 
shifting more and more of the local financial 
burden on to the: shoulders of the Dominion, 
which means on to the shoulders of taxpayers 
in other provinces, can be considered as a cor- 
rect method of dealing with a condition which 
is capable of correction by other and simpler 
means.” 

The Halifax Chronicle (Lib.) presents its 
comment with the remark that “Manitoba is de- 
cidedly anything but bashful.” 

“Coy, bashful Manitoba is putting forward 
her suggestions, and we will have them from all 
over Canada, but while anxioug that the pro- 
vinces shall secure relief that is just and equit- 
able, it would be unwise and illusory to assume 
that the Dominion possessed an unlimited treas- 
ury, because it isn’t true. In fact it has a huge 
debt, has heavy responsibilities already, and 
has not balanced its budget for the past half 
dozen years, Of course it would be nice if each 
province could secure what Manitoba suggests, 
but what would become of Ottawa?”

I would classify sinus trouble as a disease 
of the educated. It seems to occur most fre- 
quently among those doing professional work 
or among those having the intelligence to start 
and run a business of their own. Judging from 
the many thousands of letters I have received, 
sinus trouble is most likely to develop among 
those earning their bread with their brains 
rather than their hands. Probably the lack of 
exercise and lack of fresh sir and sunlight 
accompanying brain work is a contributing cause 
in producing the lowered resistance which 
makes sinus trouble possible. 

Inflammation of a sinus, or sinusitis, appears 
to be more prevalent than formerly; however, 
some of the apparent increase is due to the fact 
that sinusitis is now better diagnosed. For this 
reason many cases which formerly would have 
been overlooked, or would have been called neu- 
Talgia, are now properly diagnosed as sinus 
trouble. 

The nasal sinuses are made up of hollow 
spaces within the bones of the skull. These air- 
filled spaces make the skull lighter in weight and 
also make the speaking voice more resonant. 

The various cavities have received special- 
ized names, but they are all connected with the 
inside of the nose by small openings through 
which drainage takes place. A continuation of 
the mucous membrane lining the nose also lines 
the sinus cavities and the mucus normally 
secreted in small amounts by the membrane 
erg drains away through the small exits pro- 
v: 

A good way to form a mental picture of the 
nose and its related cavities is to form a picture 
of several small caves which open off the inside 
of the nasa] chamber. 

As a general rule, sinus trouble follows an 
acute cold, with the infectious process extending 
along the muscous membrane and thus reach- 
ing the inside of the sinus. Acute sinusitis usually 
runs its course within a short time, with healing 
occurring spontaneously. However, when the 
resistance is markedly low and when the patient 
has a tendency to chronic catarrh, a chronic sinu- 
sitis may develop which is not likely to clear up 
by itself. 

The basic causes of chronic sinus trouble are 
the same as those producing lowered resistance 
or chronic catarrh and it is not until the patient 
removes those causes that he may expect lasting 
improvement. The systemic treatment is the 
same that would be used for overcoming catarrh 
and consists of: the use of a short fast, the use 
of a restricted diet, bathing, increased elimina- 
tion through the use of enemas, and the securing 
of exercise out of doors. 

There is considerable reason to believe that 
lack of vitamin A may help to produce sinus 
trouble and the patient is therefore advised to 
obtain this vitamin, either through the use of 
foods supplying it or in some other way. It has 
often been noted that those obtaining plenty of 
sunshine and fresh air have less sinus trouble 
than those doing without these essentials. I 
therefore suggest that the patient try to obtain 
sunbaths—if this is impossible, then a substitute 
treatment given with the ultra violet ray gen- 
erator is of value. 

In most cases of sinus trouble, local treat- 
ments may prove helpful in establishing better 
drainage. The combination of systemic and local 
treatment will be all that is necessary usually in 
bringing the sinus cavity back to normal.

If the plan were adopted, the Telegraph- 
Journal states, New Brunswick would give up 
$4,645,533 and would get back only $2,772,988, 
or an adverse balance to the province of some 
$2,000,000. 

“One reason for the variation in effect as be- 
tween the two provinces is the fact that where- 
as Manitoba owes the federal treasury $22,000,- 
000 in relief loans, costing the province annually 
at three per cent interest $660,000, New Bruns- 
wick owes the Dominion nothing on this account. 
Again, Manitoba’s net debt is given as $101,330,- 
000 on which refunding at 3.25 per cent would 
save $1,500,000 a year, while New Brunswick's 
net outstanding debt was $57,307,000 in 1936, 
which if refunded on the same basis would effect 
a saving of $860,000 a year. And the provincial 
share of current unemployment relief varies 
from $3,800,000 a year in Manitoba to $394,000, 
or just about one-tenth, in New Brunswick. 

“On the surface, therefore, what looks like 
a good deal for Manitoba might net prove to be 
such an attractive bargain to come of the other 
provinces.” 

The Telegraph-Journal dislikes giving up 
the federal subsidy which represents an avenue 
through which help has come to New Brunswick 
from time to time, and in addition, one other 
point is made: 

“There is no certainty that this debt reduc- 
tion plan may prove to be more than temporary 
relief, and that in a few years the obligations 
of Manitoba may again mount to the present 
high total. In that case, as in the matter of the 
school lands, is there any assurance that the 
province will not seek to recover the cake it al- 
ready has eaten? 

“In the final analysis, it is the same set of 
taxpayers from which the Dominion and the 
provinces as a whole derive their revenues. It 
were well to keep this fact in mind in any pro- 
posals to shift the burden from one field to an- 
other.” 

The Financial Post, Toronto, compliments 
Manitoba on its brilliant presentation—“evi- 
dence of constructive thinking along broad 
national lines,” but it goes on to criticise: 

“It strikes a note that will doubtless be heard 
in the three other western provinces, namely, 
that Canada’s new financial deal must be a 
share-the-wealth’ deal. This is not a redistribu- 
tion of wealth among individuals such as has 
been going on in this and other countries through 
wider social services paid for out of taxes on 
capital and income, rather it is a redistribution 
of wealth among Canadian provinces with the 
older, wealthier provinces being called on to 
share their good financial fortune with the 
newer, younger provinces. ... Manitoba has been 
generous in expressing willingness to surrender 
jurisdiction only where jurisdiction has implied 
a heavy financial burden. If offers in turn to 
surrender taxes that, in its own case, are singu- 
larly meagre producers of revenue.”

themselves faced with this task 
and to assure them first, that it is 
not as arduous an undertaking as 
it may seem; arvi, secondly, that 
great return in an 
companionship. To housebreak a 
dog properly requires three essen- 
tials—patience, common sense and 
vigilance. 

It becomes more difficult as the 
| dog grows older, and perhaps re- 
quires a longer period of watch- 
fulness and training with a male 
than with a female, as the latter is 
> usually daintier in her habits than 

the male. In trying to make a dog 

a member of the household it 

should be remembered that any 
lapse is due not to the fact that 
it is naturally unclean, but that it 
answers nature's calls irrespective 
of time and place. Therefore, it 
should be borne in mind constantly 
when housebreaking a dog that the 
punishment one administers for— 
shall we say a breach of etiquette? 
—is not really punishment, but our 
only means of teaching the animal 
how to behave. 


IMPORTANT FACT 

In houesbreaking a dog one of 
the most important facts to remem- 
ber js that it will seldom misbehave 
if tied up unless, of course, it re- 
mains so for too long a time, It 
is well, therefore, to select regular 
place for the dog to sleep nights 
and tie it there, even if it be one 
of the toy breeds and is to sleep 
in a basket.

astray. For this reason never let 


the dog out of your sight if you | 


can help it, nor give it the run of 
house or apartment while trying to 
teach it. 

Whenever you see an attempt to 
misbehave, you can prevent it by 
taking the dog outside at once, 
thereby accomplishing the training 
much more quickly. When the dog 
attends to its needs outside, pat and 
praise it. Far more can be accom- 
plished by commendation than by 
condemnation. In housebreaking 
older dogs I find it a good plan to 
keep them constantly on a long, 
light cord with which one can pull 
them up short and administer what- 
ever correction one deems neces- 
sary. 

REQUIREMENTS DIFFER 

A pup will have anywhere from 
five to three meals a day, where- 
as a grown dog will have but one 
or two, and their requirements dif- 
fer accordingly. As to chastise- 
ment, it must vary, not only with 
age, but also as to whether the 
pupil is trying, indifferent or pure- 
ly dumb. It must always be reg- 
ulated by the sense of the instruc- 
tor, and not the lack of sense or 
frailty of the pupil 

A very young pup should never 
be severely punished, Jest its spirit 
be cowed or broken, Usually a 
stern scolding will suffice. Older 
dogs may be taught by a mild 
spanking with a folded newspaper. 
But it seems to me that man with 
his intellect should be able to con- 
vey his wishes to an animal with- 
out the exercise of physical force 
It is a significant fact that in that 
wonderful school of The Seeing Eye 
where dogs are trained ag servi- 


| tors and guardians of the blind, the 


whip is practically never used. 
The secret of success in house- 


ly in mind the thought that one is 
not punishing the animal for doing 
something which it knows is wrong, 
but that one is only trying to teach 
it desired habits. The pup that 
you are trying to teach how to 
behave itself in your house acts 
as it does because it knows no bet- 
ter. Use common sense in teach- 
ing your dog Persons wanting 
further advice on this subject 
should write to me in care of this 
paper, enclosing a self-addressed, 
stamped (3-cent) envelope.

OM the southern section of the province I get the tip that the new 

year may bring a new dealin senior hockey for Alberta. No definite 
action has as yet been taken, but it is said that various proposals are now 
under consideration by officials of the Alberta Amateur Hockey Asso- 
ciation. 

One of the suggestions is that the present Big Six League be split 
into a northern and southern section with Lethbridge and Coleman in- 
cluded in the southern loop. The section winners would then play off 
for the provincial title. The suggestion groups one Calgary team, Drum- 
heller, Lethbridge and Coleman in the southern circuit, one Calgary elub, 
Olds and the two Edmonton teams in the northern section. Just which 
Calgary club would be switched into the northern loop has not been dis- 
cussed. 

The facts that Calgary games are not drawing any too well and 
that the British Columbia Hockey Association claims Lethbridge and 
Coleman if they remain in the Kootenay League, might possibly be 
two of the reasons behind this suggested move. 


Lethbridge and Coleman are in the Kootenay circuit for the first half 
of the season only and may withdraw then. Naturally, if they continue 
in that league, British Columbia will claim them as affiliates and profit 
to the extent of fees and percentages. That, of course, is a loss to the 
Alberta association. It is also quite likely that Calgary hockey interests
